Two long-term ‘convicts, 

. naked except for trousers, . 
made a sensational escape 
from Victoria Gaol during a 
heavy rainstorm this morn- 
ing, the feature of the get- 
away lying in’ the fact that 
the prison authoritics first 

- learned of it through a police 
report, 

A hot chase was set up by a 
pedestrian who saw thom -stid- 
ing down a rope inte Chancery 
Lane, but their greater freedom 
of movement enabled them to 
olude their puraner. : 

A ladder was used inside the gaol 


to enable them te reach the top of [ 


the wall, but. it,ix stated that no 
suspicton would have been aroused 
if the convicts had been seen with 
the Indder as that was connected 
with their duties, 


Manner of Escape. 


At the foot of the? wall shutting 
‘off Chancery Line is an nfley-way, 
‘enclosed by ‘a set of railings. To 
spin the intervening space, the 
Indder not being Jong enough, the 
convicts, whe worked in concert, 
placed one end of the bidder atop 
of the railings and the other end on 
the top of the wall, and found that 

' they could nogotinte the gap, al- 
though’ at a precarious angle of 4 
» degrees. 

Reaching the top of the wall, it 
became an easy matter to get into 
Chancery Lane. What ensued is 
best deserlbed in the words of Mr,

DANGER. TO LONDON’'S 
WATER SUPPLY. 


“UNDERGROUND RESERVOIR 
BEING EMPTIED. 

The great natural underground 
reservoir from which a consider. 
able portion of Londun’s water 
supply is drawn is in danger, 
according to Mr. James Ronianes, 
a Fellow of the Geological Socicty, 
in an article in the current issue 
of the Chamber of Commerce 
Journal. 

The twa major waiter problens 
of Londen and the Thames Valley, 
he writes, are the ‘periodic tlood- 
ing of the Jower Thunes Valley, 
which, being spectacular, is 
receiving close attention; and the 
falling water table in the chalk of 
the London busin, whieh, ing 
more like a slow disease, ig left 
severely alone.” 

We oare using all the must 
madern methods to abstract the 
maximum yield of water from the 
London basin,” he adds, ‘while, on 
the other hand, modern drainage, 
wby ensuring a quick) run-off, is 
preventing the adequate — re- 
Plonishment of that underground 
supply.” oo . 

- Water is now being taken from 
the. basin at a. greater rate thin’ 

. the. incoming. supplies; cand. the
